THE TROUBLES OF CAPITAL 


The troubles of public utility com­ 
panies— notably street car lines— are 
many and varied. 
For instance: They m ust have a 
high valuation in order to avoid 
a 
showing of earnings so great in pro­ 
portion to investment as to inspire 
some meddling citizen to urge the 
establishm ent of a 3-cent fare; they 
must have a low valuation, In order 
not to pay as much taxes as pretty 
much every Tom, Dick 
and H arry 
thinks they should pay. 
It s a hard game. 
When recently 
the local company was offering sug­ 
gestions to the state railway com* 
mission relative to the physical val­ 
uation of its properties (one Senator 
‘T om ” Morris having applied for a 
3-cent fare) it felt th at the money 
invested and “ lost,” or “dividended” 
in the old house line, etc., should be 
regarded as capital for the purpose 
of establishing the 
ratio 
between 
earnings and investment. 
Now the 
company feels th at In an appraisal 
to secure a basis of taxation, this old 
horse car line “dead horse” should 
not be regarded as an investment.

And Are Built at Reasonable Price, 
Whereas Lumbersome Craft of 
Few Years Ago Cost Fortune 


The past few 
years has seen a 
great change in 
the 
building 
of 
launches and motorboats. The evolu­ 
tion has been wonderful, and even 
on the La Crosse waters this change 
has been noticeable. 
A few years ago there were only 
a half dozen craft here. 
In these 
much care was devoted to the deck ; 
! finish, the carpeted floors and brass 
railings. 
The engines were slow go­ 
ing, though reliable, and most 
of 
them were incased in a steel cabin 
to protect them from the water, and 
to protect the passengers from the 
oil and dirt. 
The ordinary engines 
were much larger for their horse­ 
power than the present-day engines 
and most of them, while carefully 
nickled and covered with brass fit­ 
tings, were noisy and lumbersome, 
and emitted a smell af gasoline that 
was not at all pleasant. 
Besides these better grade of craft 
was the “stern-wheel" pleasure boat. 
These boats were usually built on 
the flat scow order and were equip­ 
ped with a stationary gasoline en­ 
gine, which operated the stern wheel, 
like th at of a steam boat, only on a 
chain gear instead of a piston stroke. 
These boats were also lumbersome 
and noisy, and while there are some 
of them in existence they are not 
considered a modern boat. 
It is a former-years idea th at to 
gain speed a heavy and powerful en­ 
gine was necessary, and to carry a 
heavy engine, a big and heavy con­ 
structed boat was necessary. 
In the present day, however, the 
fastest boats are the lightest and 
comparatively the smallest and the 
fastest 
engines 
are 
likewise the 
smallest. 
Today La Crosse has more than 
200 launches, ranging from the small 
flat-bottomed fishing boat equipped 
with a single horsepower engine to 
the fifty-foot 
“ Nokomis” with 
it's 
40-horse power, which is regarded 
as the finest of the La Crosse boats. 
Boats now are being built more with j 
a view to strength and speed than to 
carrying large loads, and outside of 
a few of the larger boats the aver­ 
age craft on local w aters will not 
conveniently handle more than ten 
to a dozen passengers. 
“ Flxins” is 
also something being eliminated more 
or less from the modern boat, the 
idea being to get the speed and ac­ 
commodation with the least horse­ 
power and as fancy work is only ex­ 
tra weight to be hauled around, some 
of the best boats are bare of all fin-
